There is no record in the regiftry of the Diocefe containing the number of acres in the 
glebes of the foregoing unions, or the difiance of fuch united parillies from each other ; they 
are generally adjacent.

IN OBEDIENCE to the "Order of the 'Honourable Houfe of 'Commons, of the gth day of Jdue 
I aft, I John Brett, Regifter of the faid Diocefe ; — (wherein no regular Books or Records were kept 
•or returned by the former Regifter, and •where .few of thole who received mftitution, induction, 
or promotion, did heretofore regifter their refpedti-ve titles or promotion, nor has any return of 
terriers or defeription of Glebe (altho’ required by the Diocefan to make fuch return, lave in one 
dr two inftances, been complied with) — do humbly certify. That 

KING JAMES from Weftminfter, the ao July 1=609, founded three Cathedrals and confirmed 
.them tO'Bifhop Todd, that was when Dromore was united ; and to fend deans, prebends, and other 
•dignitaries, tyc. <yc. Not only the benefices annexed to their refpedtive dignitaries, but feveral lands 
a'efilories, tythes, wherefoever found by inquifition or other lawful title within the counties of Down 
■or Antrim, to be divided between them by difereet commiffi oners, in two years following the date 
•of faid grant -. Said deans and chapters then incorporated and made bodies politic, to be ordered 
and governed by fame Statutes as St. Patrick, Dublin. 

In this diocefe lies the Cathedral Church ; — and Deanry Of Down, confiding of the parifties of 
Down, Saul, Bally eulter, Bailee, Bught, and Tyre! a ; the dean refidcs in faid parifh of Bught, near 
the centre of.the deanry ; there is no glebe belonging to it, beta field of about an acne and an half 
in the town of Downpatrick, but no glebe-houfe. Thefe parifties join each other, are very contiguous, 
and have all good churches, whereindivine ferviee is performed by the dean and his curates, except 
the fmall parifh of Tyrela, wherein there has been no church for time immemorial ; but the parifh 
of Bught and that of the vicarage of Rachmullenare near and convenient to the few parifhioners-of 
the eftabli'fhed churcli who refide in it. The Chapter of the cathedral of faid deanry confiftofthe 
archdeacon, chancellor, precentor, treafurer, prebend of St. Andrews and Du ns fort. 

The corps of the archdeaconry confifts of the parifh of KiJlcief, formerly a rectory, but I do not 
find when united ; in which there is a glebe of two hundred and forty-nine acres, but no houfe ; 
there is a church and refident curate, diftant from this to Ililllborough near twenty miles. 

HILLSBOROUGH. The arch deacon ry has a good glebe-houfe, and glebe of twenty acres; the 
magnificent church built by the late earl ofllilitborough, in the town, has divine ferviee regularly 
celebrated by the archdeacon and his curate. Drumbo parifh, parcel of the corps of faid 
archdeaconry, has no glebe for the curate, lies about five miles from HiJlfborough parifh; 
there is a new church, where divine ferviee is performed; and Drumbeg has a new church, 
where divine ferviee is celebrated by a curate, who has no glebe or glebe-lioul'e; it adjoins the 
former parifh. 

CHANCELLOR. The chancellorfhip of Down, contains the four united parifties adjoining 
Ballypliilip, Slang, Ballytruftan, and Ardquir, in the barony of Ards, and Ardglafs in the barony 
ofLecale; the Rev. Richard Radcliff, chancellor, does not refide.; there are fourteen acres of glebe 
•in the parifh of Ballypliilip, about half a mile from the church. A good glebe-houfe erefted 
thereon. The church has been lately built, and the chancellor's curate officiates. There is no 
church in the parifh of Ardglafs, which is about feven miles diftant from Ballypliilip. The oc- 
.cafional duties done by the curate of Dunsford, the adjoining parilh. 

PRECENTOR. The Rev. Richard Wolfely ; does not refide in his parifli of Loughiinfland ; 

In Which there is no glebe, or glebe-houfe. Cannot fet forth whether faid Wolfely has received

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" TREASURERSHIP confifts of the rectories' of Kilmegan and Kilcob, in the diocefe of Down. 
The Rev. Lucas Waring, treafurer; does not refide in thefe parilhes, but on that of Kirkeel, which 
is an exempt jurifdiCtion in the lordihip of Newry. Divine fervice is regularly adminillered by 
his curates of Kilmegan and Kilcoo. Thefe parilhes have not any glebe or glebe-houfe. Part of 
the Chapter, as aibrefaid by James I. Kirkeel is diftant from the parilh in this diocefe, about 
twelve miles. 

Prebend DUNSFORT. The Rev. R. Mead; does not refide. I know of no glebe or glebe houfe. 
The curate does duty at the parilh church of Dunsfort every Sunday, but does not refide ; in this, 
as in every cafe of non refidence, am not informed whether they, or either of them, have any per- 
miffion from the diocefan forfuch abfence. 

Prebend of ST. ANDREW confifls of the united parilhes of Inch, Ardheen, and Witter; by 
James I. The Rev. Robert Trail refutes on the living of Ballintoy, in the diocefe of Connor. The 
parilh of Inch is fituate in the barony of Lecale, Ardkeen and Witter in the barony of Ards; 
the former diftant from the others about thirteen miles. Inch was formerly appropriate to the 
abbey of Inch : the church is built on a new iitc, and the cure ferved by the Rev. Ralph Wild ; 
it has no glebe, neither has the other parilhes. 

RACIIMULLAN. The R.ev. Bernard ’Ward refides in the parilh of Down, about three miles 
from his parilh church. There is a glebe of five acres and a half adjoining the church, but no 
houfe. There is a chapel of eafe in the town of Killough, in a ruinous Hate; but the Rev. J. 
Hamilton, late vicar thereof, has bequeathed an ample fum to rebuild it. 

SAINTFIELD. Rev. Ja s Clewlow, the vicar; refides on a good glebe-houfe, and about ten 
acres of land. No parilh united. 

KILANEY. Is a final 1 vicarage that cannot fupport a vicar, without glebe-houfe or church ; 
neither does it appear that any vicar has been lately prefented by the lay patron. 

KILLILEAGII. ReCtor is the Rev. Doctor Richard Slack, who refides. in another diocefe. His 
cure is ferved by a Mr.Marlhal, who refides in the glebe-houfe. As no terrier has been returned, 
cannot be accurate as to the extent of the glebe ; fuppofed to contain about thirteen acres, at a 
diftance of about a quarter of a mile from the glebe-houfe, in the town of Killileagh. Has no other 
parilh united to it. 

- KILLINCHY. The Rev. James Hewetfon generally refides; has a glebe eftimated at about 
tweuty-feven- acres, and a good glebe-houfe fituated on it near the parilh church. No union. 

SAINT ANDREWS. • The vicarages of Ballyhalbert, Ballywater, and Innilhargu united by 
virtue of an ad of parliament palfed in Ireland : they are contiguous. The vicar refides in a good 
glebe-houfe, fituate on the Union ; and has about thirty acres of glebe, two miles from the church, 
but convenient to the glebe-houfe. 

BANGOR. An impropriate cure : the parfonage houfe very good. The curate refides, and 
lias twelve acres of glebe near the church. 

• DONAGHADEE vicarage has a glebe about ten acres, and a glebe-houfe ; where the vicar 
-refides in town. It has no union. 

NEWTOWN. An impropriate cure. The curate refides in town, where the church is; and 
has a glebe of ten acres or thereabouts. 

KNOCKBREDA. The rector refides; has a glebe of fourteen acres. There is one parilh under 
two denominations. Knock and Breda; but how united, or whether ever difunited, cannot fet forth. 
They are contiguous. 

DUNDONALD. The rector refides near the church, has twelve acres of glebe. 

TOLLYNAKILL. A final! parilh, the Rev. J. Gwyn vicar; no church or glebe, nor of value 
to pay a curate.

Rectory and vicarage of Clandehorka, — Rev. Tho 5 Green ; who, along with this benefice, 
holds by faculty another in the South of Ireland, upon which it is supposed he resides. There 
is no glebe-house in this parish. 

Rectory and vicarage of Mayvagh, — Rev. Christopher Russell ; holding by faculty a benefice 
in South of Ireland, upon which he is supposed to reside. No glebe-house. 

Rectory and vicarage of Kilmacrennan,— Rev. William Bristow; holding by faculty a benefice 
in the North-east of Ulster, on which he is supposed to reside. No glebe-house. 

Rectory and vicarage, of Inver, and rectory and vicarage of Templecrone, both in the diocese 
of Raphoe,— Rev. Alexander Montgomery; who holds the same by faculty, and resides in the 
parish of Inver. The parishes not contiguous, the churches above fifteen miles distant. A 
glebe-house in each of the parishes. 

Vicarage of Donegal,— Rev. Abraham Hamilton; holding by faculty a benefice in the diocese 
of Derry : very often attends personally in the parish of Donegal. A glebe-house.

'THE Corps of the Archdeaconry of Clogher consists of a small glebe of ten acres near Clogher, 
;and the union of two parishes, Clones or Clonies and Clontibret, distant from each other about 
•nine miles, united and appropriated in the year 1013. There are two churches in Clones, and 
one in Clontibret, in which divine service is performed.' The glebe lands in the parish of Clones 
amount to above seven hundred acres,, in the parish of Clontibret forty acres. The present 
Archdeacon in possession only of the rectorial tythes of Clontibret, and the glebe near 
Clogher. ■ • • 

The corps of the Chancellorship of the cathedral church of Clogher did consist of five parishes, 
under the denomination of the Union of Galloon ; time of union or appropriation unknown, 
which have been at sundry periods separated and disannexed by Act of Council. By the last 
Act, dated January the -l/th, 1S04, the two last remaining parishes, Currin and Killeevan, were 
disannexed, saving the right of the Incumbent, during his incumbency. • These two parishes 
therefore, vvkh the small parish of Drumsnatt, episcopally united, all contiguous, continue as a 
union to the present possessor, but no longer. 

'There is' a church building in Currin, and another in Drumsnatt, when finished, there will 
‘■be a parish church in each of the three parishes ; divine service at present performed in two 
•churches. There are about sixty acres of glebe in Killeevan, where the Incumbent resides, 
•none in -Currin or Drumsnatt.

The union of the parish of Drumgooland with that of Drumballyrony ; being both 
closely contiguous they have been so united, aiid held by one incumbent from time immemorial, 
so that the origin of their union cannot now be traced. There was only one church for both 
parishes in that of Drumgooland, till the present incumbent, the Rev. Thomas Tighe, procured 
a grant of £. 500 from the Board of First Fruits, with which he erected a church in the parish of 
Drumballyrony, wherein divine service is constantly performed. There is no glebe-house in 
either parish, but the incumbent resides in a house of his own, near the church of Drumgoo- 
land, there being no glebe-land in that parish ; but he has procured a glebe of twenty acres in 
the parish of Drumballyrony, on which a glebe-house may hereafter be erected.
